Funds needed to keep this project 
going are collected each year 
through “Candy Days.”” 

THIS YEAR’S fund-raising event 
is planned for Friday and Saturday, 
Oct.10-and 11, in the Pontoon Beach 
and Granite City area, according to 
Michael Papp, club president. 

. Lions Club members-sand their 
friends will be seeking donations 
from passersby at various locations 
in Granite City, including areas out- 
side banks, in shopping centers and 
on street corners, Mike Starko, pro- 
ject chairman, said. 

ROADBLOCKS also will be 
operated by the club at intersections 
on Illinois 111, Starko said. No 
roadblocks will be held in Granite 
City this year, he added. 

“We want to Help people who 
already are blind or deaf, but we 
also want to work to save the sight 
and hearing of everyone-in Illinois,” 
the chairman said.

In this country, 13.4 million 
people have hearing impairment, 
with 720,000 of these persons ‘in 
Illinois.

Married and the father of a 
daughter, Thompson has been an ae

He has placed strong emphasis in 
the mid-1980s on ‘Build Illinois” in- 
frastructure improvements and the 
development of ‘Corridors of Oppor- 
tunity” to help attract new economic 
activity and jobs. 

Undefeated in the political arena, 
Thompson is thought to have 
presidential ambitions but has had 
to bide his time with the emergence 
of President Ronald Reagan and 
several would-be White House 
occupants.

The insurance company for the city eventually 
took the position that the loose grate on the city 
sidewalk has a hidden defect and that the 
muntcipality-had no notice of this condition. The 
Illingis, Tort Immunity Act provides that a local 
public entity is not liable for injury unless it has 
actual or constructive notice of a condition on 
its property. Illinois law provides that a public 
entity does not have constructive notice of a 
condition if the condition could not have been 
discovered by a reasonably adequate inspection 
system, or if the: public entity-maintained and 
operated a reasonably adequate inspection 
system and did not discover the condition. 

Several Illinois cases have imposed liability 
on the city under circumstances similar to the 
case in this office. Many cases indicate that an 
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injured person does not need to present 
testimony that a defect existed for any specified 
period of time. The real question is whether a 
jury could reasonable infer that the dangerous 
condition developed over a period of long dura- 
tion. A jury in this situation can even look at cir- 
cumstantial evidence to make this 
determination. 

In one Illinois case, there was testimony that a 
grate had rusted on a sidewalk cover, and there 
was other evidence of wear and tear. The plain- - 
tiff fell as a result of the cover being thin and 
uneven around its edge from use. There was no 
direct testimony, however, as to how long the 
condition had existed. The Court ruled that it 
was a jury questionas to whether the municipali- 
ty had constructive notice and was therefore 
liable. : 

Whether there has been constructive notice to 
a city in a particular case is a jury question. 
There are several cases in this jurisdiction where 
plaintiffs have recovered as a result of a condi- 
tion on public property maintained by a 
municipality. Each case of this nature must be 
decided individually to determine whether the ci- 
ty had constructive notice of the condition.

Sirens are not activated for a tor- 
nado watch, which means the 
atomospheric conditions are such 
that tornadoes could develop. When 
a tornado watch is issued, residents 
should listen to broadcast advisories 
and be ready to take cover, officials 
say. 

Conversion of Granite City’s 
19-year-old network of Warning 
sirens from telephone activation to 
the latest radio-control signal 
recently was completed. 

THE OVERALL PROJECT, 
costing $30,270, was started in June 
by R. Dron Electrical Co. of Granite 
City and Radicom Co. of Troy. 

Tuesday was the first actual test 
for the computerized radio signall- 
ing system, which originates from a 
central computer at police head- 
quarters. 


Activation of the new system went 
smoothly, but turning it off proved a 
little more complicated and the wail- 
ing sound continued a little longer 
than is usual. 

LINKS BETWEEN the Illinois 
State Police, the National Weather 
Service and local police and ESDA 
(Civil Defense) also are by radio. 

As part of the overall project, a 
new siren was installed at a cost of 
$9,900 at Brigrwood and Briarhaven 
drives in the Briarcliff subdivison. 

A damaged warning siren at 
Stearns Avenue and Pontoon Road, 
also reinstalled and reactivated 
Tuesday, cost $4,900. 

CONVERSION of the existing 
system from telephone to radio ac- 
tivation cost $15,470. 

In addition to the new and 
reinstalled sirens, warning devices 
in Granite City are located at: 

Terrace Lane and Garfield 
Avenue; Ash Avenue and Glen 
Drive; Edwards Street and An- 
chorage Homes; Illinois Avenue and

INSTALLATION of the original 
seven-siren network was completed 
in April 1967 and plans were made td 
test the system citywide for the first 
time on June 6, 1967. 

A slight change in the plan proved 
to be necessary, however. 

On May 27, 1967, a funnel gloud 
was sighted in Mehlville, Mo., with 
the National Weather Service repor- 
ting the tornado moving northeast 
toward the Quad-City Area. 

A severe storm was in progress in 
this area at the time and the newly 
installed siren network was pressed 
into service immediately. Although 
the funnel lifted and the area was 
spared devastation, the warning 
signals did their job. . 

May Day 1983 and April 3, 1981, 
will both be long remembered by 
those who went through the 
onslaught of ultra-powerful winds 
and rain in tornadoes that left many 
persons injured and millions of 
dollars in property damage here. 

In May 1983, while the community 
already was under a tornado warn- « 
ing, the sirens were sounded a se- 
cond time after two Granite City 
police officers positioned near the 
levee radioed that a funnel cloud 
was approaching the city. 


The second salvo was credited by 
many residents, who had not sought 
safety the first time they heard the 
signals, with saving them from 
serious injury when they heeded the 
warning. =

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All types of crimes increase in 1985, according to FBI bulletin 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Final 1985 
crime statistics show that all 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
crime index offenses rose in yolume 
from 1984, according to the 
September issue of the FBI Law En- 
forcement Bulletin. 

Following three consécutive years 
of decline, the index total increased 
to 12.4 million offenses in 1985, an 
average rate of 5,207 crimes per 
100,000 United States residents. 

THE NUMBER of offenses was 5 
percent above.the 1984 figure, and 10 
percent higher than the 1976 level. 

However, the figure was 7 percent 
lower than in 1981, when crime was 
atits all-time high. 

Figures from nearly 16,000 city, 
county and state law enforcement 
agencies provided the basis for the 
annual evaluation of crime by the 
FBI’s Uniform Crime Reporting 
(UCR)- program. During 1985, the 
participating agencies represented 
approximately 231 million U.S. in- 
habitants or 97 percent of the total 
v7 ulation. 

jolent crimes 

A 4 PERCENT increase in violent 
crimes murder, forcible rape, 
robbery and aggravated assualt — 
was recorded in 1985.° 

These crimes collectively rose in 
volume last year and represented 11 
percent of the total crime index of- 
fenses reported to police. 

Individually, murder was up 2 per- 
cent, forcible rape up 4 percent, rob- 
bery up 3 percent and aggravated 
assault up 6 percent. 

THE VIOLENT crime rate, which 
relates offense volumes to popula- 
tion, also rose in 1985 to 556 per 
100,000 inhabitants, a 3 percent in- 
crease. Five and 10-year com- 


, parisons showed the 1985 violent

MURDER — There were eight 


‘murders for évery 100,000 people in

FORTY-SEVEN percent of 1985. 
murder victims were 20 through 34 
years old. Of every 100 victims, 74 
were males. and 56_ were white. 
Firearms were the predominant 
murder weapons. 

Victim/offender relationships 
showed that nearly three of every 
five murders committed were 
perpetrated by relatives or persons 
acquainted with the victims. 

By circumstances, 39 percent of 
all murders resulted from 
arguments, 20 percent were proven 
or suspected to have occurred in 
conjunction with felonious activities, 
such as robbery, arson, etc., 18 per- 
cent resulted from~ miscellaneous 
nonfelony activities and. 23 percent 
from-unknown circumstances. 

OF ALL PERSONS arrested for 
murder last year, the 18- to 24-year 
age group showed the greatest in- 
volvement, accounting for 33 per- 
cent of the total arrests for this of- 
fense.. Forty-one percent of all 
murder arrestees were under 25 
years old, 50 percent were white, 48 
percent black and the remainder 
other races. 

FORCIBLE RAPE — An 
estimated 87,340 forcible rapes oc- 
curred in 1985, of which 80 percent 
were rapes by force and the re- 
mainder were attempts or assaults 
to commit forcible rape. * 

A comparison of 1984 and 1985 
figures showed the volume nation- 
wide, in cities and in suburban coun- 
ties rose 4 percent. In rural counties, 
the increase was 9 percent. For the 
same two-year period, forcible 
rapes were also up in all four 
geographic-regions of-the-country. 

BY UCR definition, the victims of 
forcible rape are always females. In 
1985, an estimated 71 of every 100,000 
females in the ‘country were 











reported rape victims. The national 
clearance rate for forcible rape was 
54 percent. 

There were an estimated 36,970 ar- 
rests for forcible rape in 1985. Of the 
arrestees, 45 percent were under the 
age of 25, with 30 percent in the 18- to

ROBBERY — Robberies increas- 
ed 3 percent in volume from 1984 to 
1985. The 497,874 offenses accounted 
for a total estimatied national loss of 
$313 million, an average of $628 per 
incident. 

REGIONALLY, the number of 
robberies fell only in the midwest, 
which recorded a 3 percent decline 
from the previous year. 

A similar decrease was reported 
in rural counties, while increases-in 
robberies were experienced in cities 
and suburban counties. Fhe national 
rate of 209 robberies per 100,000 peo- 
ple was 2 percent higher than in 1984. 
The highest rate — 965 per 100,000 
people — was in cities with popula- 
tions over 1 million. 

Strong-arm tactics were used in 42 
percent of all robberies last yea 
Thirty-five percent were com! 
with firearms, 13 percent with 
knives and other cutting—in- 
struments, and the remainder with 
other dangerous weapons. Over half 
of the offenses were robberies on 
streets and highways. 

IN 1985, one out of every 4 rob- 
beries were cleared, and robbery ar- 
rests rose less than 1 percent com- 
pared to the 1984 total. Ninety-two 
percent of the robbery: arrestees 
were males and 65 percent were 
under 25 years of age. Sixty-two per- 
cent were black, and 37 percent were 
white. 


AGGRAVATED ASSAULT — The 
723,246 estimated aggravated 
assaults represented a 6 percent in- 
crease over the over tHe 1984 total. 
Increases were recorded in all 
regions and areas. Up 4 percent over 
1984, the national rate for ag-

Up 5 percent-jointly, the property 
crimes of burglary, larceny-theft 
and motor vehicle theft accounted 
for 89 percent of the total crime in- 
dex offenses. 


Burglary increased 3 percent; 


- larceny-theft, 5 percent; motor vehi- 


cle theft, 7 percent; and arson, 3 per- 
cent. The property crime total was 8 
percent below the 1981 level, but 7 
percent above that of 1976. The pro- 
perty crime rate, 4,650 per 100,000 
people, was 4 percent higher in 1985 
than in 1984. 

BURGLARY — Nearly 3.1 million 
burglary offenses were reported 
across the country during 1985, and 
the volume of burglaries was 3 per- 
cent higher-than.the 1984 total. 

Geographically, the south’s 
burglary volume was up 8 percent 
and the west’s , 4 percent. Declines 
of 3 percent in the midwest and less 
than 1 percefit in the northeast were 
registered. The national burglary 
rate of 1,287/per 100,000 people in 
1985 rose 2 percent over 1984. 

The total estimated national loss 
due to burglary im 1985 was $2.9 
billion, for an average of $953 per in- 
cident. Two of every three 
burglaries were of residences, and 
the average. loss in residential 
burglaries was $974 per offense, as 
compared to $913 for nonresidential 
burglaries. 

SEVENTY percent of the burglary 
offenses in 1985 involved forcible en- 
try, 22 percent were unlawful entries 


and the remainder were forcible.en-_ 


try attempts. 

The clearance rate for burglary 
was 14 percent. Arrest trends for 
1984 and 1985 showed a 2 percent in- 
crease in total burglary arrests. Of 
the estimated 443,300 burglary ar- 
restees in -1985, 98 percent were 
males, 3 ‘percent were .under 25 
years old and 70 percent were white. 

LARCENY-THEFT — Comprising 
56 percent of the index total and 62 
percent of all property. crimes, 
larceny-thefts numbered an 
estimated 6,926,380 offenses in 1985. 

DURING THE year, 5 percent 
more larcenies were registered na- 
tionally and in cities than in 1984. In- 
creases of 7 and 1 percent were 
recorded in suburban and rural 
counties, respectively. All 
geographic regions recorded 
increases. 

The larceny-theft rate in 1985 was 
2,091 per 100,000 people nationwide. 
Average losses were $393 per inci- 
dent, with a total national loss due to 
larceny-theft estimated at $2. 
billion. 

An analysis of the larceny-theft 
category. showed that 37 percent of 
these offences were thefts of motor 
vehicle parts, accessories and con- 
tents. Thefts from buildings com- 
prised 16 percent; shoplifting 14 per- 
cent; and bicycle thefts, 8 percent 








IN 1985, 20 percent of the larceny- 
thefts reported were cleared. 
Overall arrests for this offense were 
up 5 percent from the 1984 total. 
Females were arrested for this of- 
fense more often than for any other 
during the year. Of all persons ar- 
rested for the crime, 47 percent were 
under 21 years of age and 67 percent 
were white. 

MOTOR VEHICLE THEFT — 
During 1985, an estimated one of 
every 159 registered motor vehicles 
was stolen. The national total of 
1,102,862 offenses was 7 percent 
above the 1984 total. 

Of the motor vehicles stolen, 75 

percent were automobiles, 14 per- 
cent were trucks or buses, and the 
remainder were other types. 
“AN ESTIMATED $5.1 billion-na- 
tional loss was due to motor vehicle 
thefts last year. At the time of theft, 
the average value per vehicle was 
$4,619. 

The volume of motor vehicle theft 
increased 12 percent in the suburban 
counties and 6 percent in both the ci- 
ty and rural counties. Regionally, 
upswings of 18 percent in the south 
and 10 percent in the west were 
recorded. Declines of less than 1 per- 
cent were experienced in the nor- 
theast and midwest 

The national clearance rate for 
motor vehicle theft was 15 percent. 
Arrests for this offense in 1985 were 
up 11 percent overall from the 
previous yedr. ' 

OF THE arrestees, 57 pereent 
were under 21 years old and 91 per. 
cent were males. Whites comprised 
66 percent of the persons arrested 
and blacks, 32 percent. 

ARSON During 1985, 103,220 ar- 

son offenses were reported by 12,789 
agencies. 
_The arson. volume rose 3 percent in- 
1985 over the 1984 total. Increases 
were also recorded in the cities (2 
percent), suburban counties (6 per- 
cent), and rural counties (1 per- 
cent). The national arson rate was 50 
per 100,000 population. 

DATA BASED on 12,697 agencies 
furnishing at least one month of sup- 
plemental information concerning

Norfolk Southern announced this 
week that its free. delivery of 
donated hay, some coming from Il- 
linois, to more than 160 destinations 
in the drought-stricken South has 
amounted to 2,638 boxcars and 79 
trailers. 

“We have shipped in excess of 
58,400 tons contributed by farmers in. 
37 states and Canada. That was 
enough to feed 376,400-cows for 30 

<days;”*~ said -Ray~VanHook,-coor- 
dinator of the company’s hay relief 
effort. 

A 50-foot boxcar will average 22 
tons of hay and a trailer seven tons, 
he said. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture estimates 425 cows can 
be fed for 10 days from the hay in one 
boxcar. 

Norfolk Southern’s tally of its free 
hay shipments is virtually complete, 
VanHook said. It shows delivery of 
1,034 boxcars and 73 trailers to 
Georgia, 610 cars to South Carolina,

437 cars and six trailers to North 
Carolina, 313 cars to Aiabama, 113 to 
Tennessee, 108 to Virginia and 23 to

Norfolk Southern’s policy from 
late July until Aug. 31 was to ship 
free of charge donated hay on its 
scheduled trains and also to furnish 
boxcars at no charge to be loaded 
with hay. Since Sept. 1 the company 
has offered a commercial rate 
sudstantially..reduced from its 
pubijshed tariff on hay. 

e relief effort became 
transcontinental and international, 
and we witnessed America at its 
best,” VanHook said. ‘Probably 
never before in our history have so 
many united together on such a 
massive'scale in support of a mercy 
mission.”” 

Trucks and planes also moved hay 
to the South, and the total effort in-

Leading donor.states were Kan- - 
sas, New York and Ohio, according = 
to Norfolk Southern’s tally. Each 
provided more than 200 carloads. 

Following them were California, 
Illinois, and Texas, each 
of which donated-between 150-and “= 
200 carloads for delivery by Norfolk: 
Southern, The company received 142 
carloads from Canada and 122 from. 
Nebraska. 


BBB subscription warning 


_ Consumers considering purchas- 
ing magazine subscriptions from 
American Family Publishers should 
use caution. 

The BBB has received 104 con- 
sumer complaints about the com- 
pany since 1983. The firm has 
responded to all complaints; 
however, it has failed to eliminate 
the cause of complaints. 

More than half the complaints 
allege either that consumers did not 
receive’ magazines that had been 
ordered or that consumers were bill- 


. ed for magazines for which thay had 


already been paid. 

Some consumers who felt they did 
not owe the company anything were 
told that their name could go to a col- 
lection agency and that the company 
had the right to take legal action 
against them. Consumers described 
these tactics as “harassing” and 
“abusive.”” 

Other consumer complaints were 
‘that consumers had difficulty in 
cancelling subscriptions even 
though they were under the impres- 
sion they had the right to cancel at 
any time; that promised gift incen-
